Soviet Russia Observes 
Downfall of Once Great 
Kingdom

MOSCOW, U,S.8.R., Nov, 7—Com- 
munist Russia today observed in tra- 
ditional revolutionary fashion the 
twelfth anniversary of the 1917 up- 
heaval which ushered Bolshevism 
into the world and destroyed the 
incient Russian government, 

To bring the event closer to the 
iearts if not to the stomachs of the 
cople, the government gave bread 
ud meat at cost price to every mem- 

vr of the population holding bread 
irds 

With the aid of millions of cards, 
t red bunting, huge flaming plac- 
ids, symbolical wooden fioats, num- 
rous speakers’ stands and large 
vortraits of Lenin, Marx and Stalin, 
historic Red Square was transformed 
into a mighty theatrical stage for the 
passing of a 12-mile-long military 
and civilian parade, led by the com- 
mander of the Moscow garrison. 

This singing, shouting mass of hu- 
manity, carrying banners, flaming 
flags and chanting the Internationale, 
marched through the Gates of Resur- 
rection, where formerly stood the 
famous chapel of the Siberian Vir-

MACALPINE ON 
WAY BACK TO 
CIVILIZATION 


Party at Bathurst Inlet— 
Will be Taken to 
Winnipeg

WINNIPEG, Nov. 7,—Safe 
at Bathurst Inlet, Col. C. D. 
H. MacAlpine and his seven 
mates will probably fly south 
to Baker Lake today. Weather 
reports from the inlet on the 
northern rim of Canada re- 
ceived simultaneously with 
news of the party’s arrival at 
Bathurst, indicated that it 
would probably be possible to 
continue the journey toward 
civilization at dawn. 

“Picked up party at Cambridge Bay 
and brought them to Bathurst,” stated 
& meagre message reecived by Do- 
minion Explorers at nine o'clock last 
night from Captain G, 8, Blanchet, 
who commanded extensive search 
operations on the fringe of the Arctic 
circle during the MacAlpine crews’ 
two month absence. Only on Sunday 
did the MacAlpine men reach Cam- 
bridge Bay, a settlement on the south 
shore of Victoria Island, off the north 
shore of Canada, The journey from 
Cambridge Bay to Bathurst is a 250- 
mile hop across Dease Strait, between 
Victoria Island and the mainland; 
over Kent Peninsula, which projects 
northward on the east side of Bathurst 
Inlet; and across half-frozen waters 
of the inlet in the southwest shore, 
where the radio post is located, In- 
formation from Ottawa, picked up by 
radio, indicated that half of the Mac- 
Alpine party was at the radio post 
and half at Burnside river, a Domin- 
jon Explorers gasoline cache, sixty 
miles south, at the extremity of the 
inlet,

EDMONTON’S GUESTS 


Right Hon. Mackenzie King and his | 


colleagues in the Dominion Government 
are very welcome visitors to Edmonton on 
this as on former occasions, The people 
of this city yield to none in hospitality, 
nor in the deference that is due to public 
representatives and distinguished Cana- 
dian citizens. National leaders, of what- 
ever party, are assured here of a friendly 
greeting, and a fair and attentive hearin 
of the views they advance; particularly i 
they come in a season when the public 
mind is not seething with the excitement 
generated by an election contest. 

The Premier and his associates are on 
a Speaking tour, with a view to present- 
ing their record and policies at a time 
when this can be done with freedom from 
the distractions and partisan bias which 
are rife during the turmoil of an election 
campaign, Too much encouragement 
cannot be given to political leaders who 
undertake such missions in the “in be- 
tween” seasons. These are the periods 
when information on public affairs can 
best be gained, when issues can be studied 
in an atmosphere of quiet, and when 
sound public opinion can best be built up. 
For this, as for other reasons, Edmonton 
people should turn out in great numbers 
to hear what the Premier and his col- 

‘agues have to say. 


ALBERTA’S DEBT 


One subject to which the legislature 
should begin to give some serious atten- 
tion is that of the provincial debt. As 
shown by the public accounts, the net 
bonded debt of Alberta on March 31st, 
1928 amounted to $87,741,931. During 
the year it grew $5,032,225, and at March 
51st, 1929, it stood at $92,774,157. During 
the year there was paid out as interest 
and sinking funds on debt account 
$4,822,707. That is more money than 
was put into the construction of roads and 
bridges, despite the fact that highway 
construction was being carried out on a 
very extensive scale. 

This situation is in no sense alarming, 
as evidenced by the favorable rates at 
which provincial securities are sold. But 
the process of debt accumulation cannot 
go on indefinitely. It cannot go on for 
another ten years at the present rate 
without incurring obligations which will 
absorb an abnormal part of the revenue, 
and compel curtailment of expenditure or 
increase of taxation. Now, when the 
revenue is buoyant and the province 
prosperous, is a good time to make capital 
expenditures out of current income, and 
to establish some fixed ratio between 
revenue and borrowings. The population 
of the province, it is to be borne in mind, 
is estimated at only 640,700, say 150,000 
taxpayers. 


SOME INFERENCES 


Some interesting speculations are 
invited by the decision of the Privy Coun- 
cil that women are eligible for appoint- 
ment to the Senate of Canada. 

Are women really ambitious for class 
representation in the Senate, or were the 
appellants more céncerned in establishing 
the complete political equality of their 
sex? There is only one woman in the 
House of Commons, one in the Legislature 
of Alberta, one in the Legislature of Mani- 
toba, and none in any of the other provin- 
cial assemblies, The inference is at least 
permissable that women are more anxious 
for the abolition of the sex political bar- 
rier than they are for special representa- 
tion in law-making bodies. 

What about the abolition of the Sen- 
ate? Women are traditionally conserva- 
tive, inclined to follow precedent, and not 
lisposed to sweep away established insti- 
tutions. Now that they have a legal 
right to representation in the Senate, and 
will secure a “vested interest” in that 
body when women senators are appoint- 
ed, mere man might logically conclude 
that the prospect of the upper house be- 
ing wiped out of existence is thereby made 
somewhat more remote, 

And what of the abolition of appeals 
to the Privy Council? In some quarters 
there has been an agitation to forbid such 
appeait, and to make the Supreme Court 
of Canada the court of final resort for 
Canadians, But the Supreme Court de- 
cided that women were not eligible to ap- 
pointment to the Senate. The Privy 
Council reversed that decision; and in do- 
ing 80 handed out a line of reasoning 
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“The Lord shall be unto thee an everlasting light.” tun oo.

Second, some schoolmen contend that to treat all 
students alike is to safeguard the rights of every in- 
dividual, 

Dean Seashore contends that individuals do not 
gi equal rights in education or in any other phase 
of life. 

Third, some schoolmen contend that to treat all 
students alike is good for the poor student, on the as- 
sumption that hearing the good student recite luspires 
the poor student, 

Dean Seashore contends that the superior student 
is more likely to humiliate the slow student by con- 
trast than to inspire him by example, 

Fourth, some schoolmen contend that treating all 
Students alike is justified by results, 

_ Dean Seashore admits that such procedure is likely 
to make all students pretty much alike, but by pull- 
ing the gifted student down towards the level of the 
poor student, 

Fifth, some schoolmen contend that it is nececsary 
to treat all students alike in order to keep the educa- 
tonal machine o: ganized and running within reason- 
able limits of efficiency and economy.

I have been reading your articles 
daily for about a year, and I feel that 
you can help me more than any one I 
know. About two years ago 1 suffered 
from what the doctors called a ‘“‘break- 
down due to exhaustion.” I had been 
working very hard for @ year at an of- 
fice position which J endured rather 
than enjoyed, I am 23 years old, The 
breakdown took this form: One day I be- 
came very weak and faint without really 
sinking into unconsciousness, The doc- 
tor prescribed a rest in the Country. 
He stressed the fact that I was not sick, 
only tired and run down, 1 went away 
for six weeks and then went back to 
work convinced that it was only my 
physical health that had suffered. I was 
one of those foolish people who scoff at 
“nerves.” After I returned to work my 
real troubles began, I became depressed, 
afraid of insanity and heart trouble and

so formidable, 

It is a consolation to kuow that the 
symptoms run true to type, No matter 
which you have, you are convinced 
that that is the worst.

After being taken in hand by 
a wise physician that man climbed one 
of the high peaks of our eastern moun- 
tains, and did it on occasional sand- 
wiches carried in his pack. But he was

How to shorten the process of re- 
covery is a fine technique; and that's 
the reason why any detailed advice 
must be a matter of circumstances 
and personality, What G. EB.

Sir Isaac Newton Couldn't Remember When 
He Hadn't Eaten 


“Newton was startled when he saw only bones, shook his head, and 


said: ‘How absent-minded I really am, 


Sir Isaac Newton gave all his work- | 
ing hours to selence. His thoughts | 
constantly travelled toward the solu- | 
tion of some problem in which he was 
interested with the result that he un- | 
consciously frequently made a laugh- 
able figure of himself. 

For instance, he was once riding 
horseback to his home at Colsterworth | 
and, coming to a hill, for some absurd | 
reason—perhaps out of consideration 
for his horse--decided to dismount

LONDON, Noy. 7.—Whether the 
Subject be resumption of relations with 
Russia, Imperial preference or the 
Egyptian treaty, the Labor govern- 
ment declines to make public the cor- 
respondence exchanged with the gov- 
ernments of the Dominions, 

Hon. Arthur Ponsonby, under secre- 
tary for Dominion affairs, in parlia- 
ment yesterday announced His Ma- 
jesty’s government shared the view of 
its predecessors—"“that frank and con- 
fidential exchar of information and 
views between the several govern™-ents 
of His Majesty on current internation- 
al questions which are essential fea- 
tures of the conduct of foreign policy, 

, cannot but be seriously hampered if 
correspondence on each occasion is to 
be conducted on the basis that it may 
have to be published.” 

The statement aroused a storm of 
Conservative protest, One questioned 
why the same rule was not applied to 
the confidential communicatic + with 
Lord Lloyd before the latter's resogna- 
tion as high commissioner in Egypt. 
“Egypt is not a Dominton,” was the 
reply from the government benches. 

L. Hore-Belisha, members for Ply- 
mouth Devonport, ar’ | when the 
government had adopted a policy of 
secret diplomacy, “What are you 
afraid to publish?” challenged Hon 
Oliver Locker-Lamvson, another Con- 
servative.

Lords Debate 

The House of Le ds was crowded on 
‘Tuesday when Lord Reading, former 
Viceroy of India, initiated a debate on 
the action of his successor, Baron Ir- 
win, in affirming the British govern- 
ment’s intention of granting India full 
Dominion status in the course of time. 
Peeresses and the public crowded the 
galleries and Sir John Simon, chatr- 
man of the Statutory Commission, and 
perhaps the man most keenly inter- 
ested, followed the debate. 

Lord Reading a.ked the Labor gov- 
ernment’s reasons for “the extraordi- 
nary course” in making a pronounce- 
ment on Dominion status for India 
without first consulting the Simon 
Commission, which has not yet made 
its report public. Lord Reading em- 
phasized he did not object to Domin- 
fon status for India, He thought the 
use of the term in this instance, how- 
ever, was fraught with considerabie 
danger, 

To Dispel Doubts 

Lord Parmoor, president of the 
council, replied on behalf of the gov- 
ernment that the pronovacement was 
made because the Vicercy believed It 
was necessary in view of the troubled 
political atmosphere in India and in 
order to dispel Indian distrust in re- 
gard to the British policy. The govern- 
ment had informed the Simon Com- 
salssion of the intended rction, he de- 
clared, but the Simon Zommission had 
not wished to be associated in the 
correspondence in connection with this 
reaffirmation of the British purpose.

presentations for the purpose of ex- 
perimentation were not replicas. but 
only similar, “There is no recurrence

SEMI-JUBILEE 


City 25 Years Old Today— 
Was Incorporated Nov- 
ember 7, 1904 


Today marks the celebration of the 
semi-Jubliee of the founding of the 
City of Edmonton. Twenty-five years 
ago today, on November 7, 1904, Ed- 
monton, N.W.T., a wild prairie town 
with a boasted population of 7,500 was 
granted a city charter by the Do- 
minion government. 

As the flag fluttered from the mast- 
head at the Civic Block Thursday, ol¢ 
timers were recalling the variety of 
scenes and epertences the city has 
witnessed since that memorable oc- 
casion, Since that day of incorpora- 
tion, the population of the city, with 
the addition of Strathcona on amal- 
gamation in 1921, has increased 1,000 
per cent, 

William Short was mayor of the 
town of Edmonton when the charter 
was received and served the remainder 
of the year of 1904 as mayor of the 
city, K. W. McKenzie, who died a few 
weeks ago, was in reality the first 
mayor of the city of Edmonton, 

First Council 

The first city council was composed 
of Aldermen C. May, W. A. Griesbach, 
K. A, McLeod, W. H. Clark, D. R 
Fraser, J. R, Boyle, T. Bellamy and 
J, H. Picard, most of whom have pass- 
ced into the Great Beyond J. H. Mor- 
ris was president of the Board of 
Trade and F, F. Tims was secretary, 

Interesting accounts of the, first 
council meetings are contained in the 
files of the Edmonton Bulletin and 
judging from the length of the nar- 
ratives, much business occupied the 
attention of the city fathers even in 
those early days, One story told of 
the increasing of the proposed salary 
for the mayor from $800 to $1,000 a 
year. 

No street cars were in operation at 
the time of the city’s incorporation, 
the radial system being founded in 
1908 with two cars. This system has 
now grown to comprise more than 50 
passenger street cars, 

However, the phone system had been 
installed in 1904 and there were 450 
subscribers, This number has now 
grown to 16,281,

MOTHERS’ ACT 


Legislature Will Deal With 
Allowances at Next 


Session 

Proposed changes to the mothers’ | 
allowance act will be discussed by the 
provincial legislature at its next ses- 
sion, it was announced Thursday, 
following a conference Wednesday | 
afternoon between Mayor A, U. G., 
Bury, Commissioner David Mitchell, | 
Hon, J. F. Lymburn, K.C,, attorney-| 
mweneral; George B. Henwood, K.C,, 
deputy attorney-general, and Thomas 
Magee, superintendent of the city re- 
lief department, 

Mayor Bury suggested an amends 
ment to the act that would allow the 
liability of a municipality for 50 per 
cent of the allowance to be determin- | 
ed at the time the mother, entitled 
to an allowance, became eligible, not 
when she made application for an al- 
lowance, It was also suggested that in 
cases where a mother has no residence 
qualifications, but ts otherwise en- 
titled to an allowance, this allowance 
be given and the entire cost be borne 
by the previncial government, The 
mayor believed that the latter sugges- 


tion could be put into effect without 
an amendment to the existing act, 
pointing out that he believed it never 
was the intention of the government 
to deprive a mother of an allowance 
even if she did not have the necessary 
residence qualifications. 

Hon, Mr, Lymburn promised tw give 
the matter careful consideration and 
bring it before the House at the next 
session. 

Commenting on the question Thurs- 
day. Mayor Bury declared a satis- 
factory solution to the problem bard 
vitally important to cities in the 
province, as there was a tendency at 
present to saddle the cities with costs 
of the allowances which rightfully be- 
longed to some rural district.
